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Note: fontinc^tion of 3 above: In response to the Applicants argument that the Applicants amendment to independent claim 1 renders 
the rejection moot because amended independent claim 1 now contains the limitation of "veryfing whether the sample is assocatied with 
a preset transaction limitation" as claimed in claim 11 of application 10/710,308, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner 
notes that claim 11 of application 10/710,308 was objected as being dependent on a base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims (Final Office Action of 10/710,308 mail date 
1 1-29-05). The Examiner notes that the currently amended claim 1 does not recite all of the limitations of claim 1 1 of 10/710,308 and all 
the claims claim 11 depends on.
